cine for two years but was obliged to 
give it up, 


REPORTED KILLED 
Parents of the war hero were in- 


formed by the government in an of- 
ficial report In July, 1918, that he- 
had been killed In action.

France and was conveyed to the 
United States for ,bur!al "aKMenasha 
''at the request of the parents. His

There was formally organized Apple- 


ton last Thursday the Greater Wisconsin 
association. Its purpose is to "coordin- 
ate all branches of industry, agriculture 
and commerce so that each may prosper 
and expand in harmony -with the others 
for the economic "and civic development of 
the state.!) Similar associations exist in. 
other states, but most of them are more 
particularly concerned with .commerce, 
and are in reality a clearing house for 
the local chambers of commerce with re- 
spect to matters of statewide interest. 
The Illinois association is frankly politi- 
cal, and its chief activities are legislative. 


.The "Wisconsin association is organized 


on a different basis. 
It is to give equal 


consideration to agriculture, commerce 
and industry. It is hoped the farmers of 
the state will see their way to support 
the association^ which, would mean the 
coordination of the efforts of all business 
and productive interests for the common 
improvement and for the advancement 
and prosperity of "Wisconsin. Labor is 
also to be asked to come in and present 
its problems and promote its aims. 


There is a splendid opportunity for 


the work of such a body. [We think its 
chief concern should be for agriculture, 
and for bringing the farmers and the 
townsmen into closer relationship. 
The 


• solution of farm problems is principally 


economic. There is but a very little po- 
litical action that can be of benefit to 
the farmers. Unquestionably business, 
industry and commerce can be of greater 
assistance to the agriculturist than they 
are at present. For one thing they can 
do much for him by bringing him to use 
the methods they employ in the handling 
.of their enterprises. 


There is no better state in the Union 


than "Wisconsin. Its land is fertile, its 
climate invigorating, and its people in- 
dustrious. 
It possesses rich, natural re- 


sources, and those which it does not con- 
tain are close at hand. It has the best 
of transportation facilities and is a port 
on a great inland sea, which in the near 
future will connect it with the ports of the 


'. world. To whatever extent the energies 


of its people can be coordinated in support 


. of a constructive program, to that extent 


will "Wisconsin profit. It is possible to 
make "Wisconsin an outstanding exception 
in the measure of its prosperity, develop- 
ment and contentment. 


If the great "Wisconsin association func- 


tions soundly along these lines it will be 
a success. The greatest menace to its 
permanence and influence will be the 
temptation to political action. If it 
turns out that its conception of its duties 
lies in a legislative trail to Madison, it 
will be through before it has started. 
This is the one thing it should avoid. It 
it has a legislative bureau,.that bureau 
should abstain rigorously from partisan 
controversies which have racked the state 
and divided its people. However strong- 
ly we may feel in our political divisions, 
the fact remains that the road to 'Wiscon- 
sin's well-being is an economic and not a 
political highway.

He is not 
the type of man. nor does he possess 
those qualities of character, that con- 
scientious, careful-thinking men can ap- 
prove. 
The labor movement, particu- 


larly in Wisconsin, where we are in closer 
contact with it, assumes to oppose what 
is sordid and selfish in government' In 
Illinois it seems to have taken exactly 
the reverse course.

The glands might be -compared 
with the interior of Africa before Stanley 
went in." 


Here we have the real truth. The 


whole subject is speculative. The defense 
alienists state positive conclusions that are 
not at all scientifically established. They 
are obviously testifying for a purpose, if 
not for a fee. The judge hearing this 
case would be entirely justified in throw- 
ing out of court all of the testimony of 
this character and deciding merely the 
question whether the crime these youths 
committed demands hanging or life im- 
prisonment as the proper punishment. 


The spectacular methods employed to 


prove the murderers irresponsible, and 
the bitter controversies between council 
over these "nothings of testimony", are 
blatantly comical. It is degenerating in- 
to the 
greatest mice wealth ever put 


up in this country ti> de-feat justice. We 
may be sure this battle will continue long 
after the sentence of the court is imposed, 
in case it should be hanging.

You shake It up and 
dab It on with the fingers and allow It to dry on 
the skin, and wash It off next morning with cold 
water. 


This "white lotion" Is good medicine -for sebor 


rhea (excessive olllness) of the skin, for red nose 
associated with such olliness, for excessive black- 
heads, and for pimples. In some cases It may be 
applied two or three times daily. In any case it 
must induce mild Irritation of the skin In order to 
effect the desired benefit. In no case should It bo 
continued after it has set up any considerable chap 
ping or irritation. 


A modern remedy which is still more effective 


but which requires the skill of the physician to ap 
ply, is X-ray exposure. "When acne persists in spite 
of" the simpler remedies then the victim should 
have the benefit of a course of X-ray treatments at 
the hands of a physician who understands the use 
of the ray. 


Formerly I have recommended the bacterln (so 


called bacterial vaccine) treatment in. chronic low- 
grade acne, but patients who have submitted to this 
treatment seem to find It disappointing in too many 
instances. Probably the bacterin treatment is best 
for certain cases in which obstinate Indolent "bolls" 
or overgrown pimples are a marked feature, and 
then the bacterin should be prepared by the bac- 
teriologist from the strains of germs present in the 
pimples—an autogenous bacterin, rather 
than a 


ready made stock article, in other word's. All this 
the physician attends to: the patient should not 
attempt to seek out a bacteriologist. 
Some of the 


best skin specialists have discarded the bacterir 
treatment after prolonged trial: some have obtalnec 
very satisfactory results from autogenous bacter 
ir.s. 
Perhaps much of the failure of "vaccines" is 


due to abuse of the method—the blind use of, ready 
made shotgun preparations without particular re- 
gard to the specific bacteria in the individual case 


How the X-ray helps acne is a question of some 


interest. X-ray treatment diminishes the function 
al activity of the sebaceous or oil glands, and that 
as we mentioned in an earlier talk, Is -an important 
factor in acne. In short, acne is virtually an acci 
dental effect of the seborrhea, of youth. It happens 
when certain of the overdeveloped and overactive 
oil glands or their excretory ducts become infected 
with pus producing types of bacteria. Oily condi 
tions of skin and scalp are the rule In youth, and as 
for the skin, the oiliness is commonly exaggerated 
by the ill advised use of various creams which the 
dumbbells imagine they must use for the complex- 
ion.Sulphur is another famous local remedy for ex- 
cessive oiUness. Resorcin is second to sulphur for 
the same purpose.

He had devoured two Conrad books 
he had access to and evidently he had 
discovered from them that Conrad 
was the real thing. He begged for 
more, and arrangements were made to 
gratify his desire. 


On the other hand. I know a very 


learned man who simply cannot un- 
derstand why there 
is all this talk 


about Conrad. He has the right to 
inscribe several degrees behind his 
name and he delights in books of ab- 
struse wisdom but he confessed that 
he did not see much of anything in

Nigger of the ^Narcissus," the 


book by which Conrad himself said 
he was willing to stand or fall.

DECORATING WINDOW SHADES 


To carry out the color scheme of 


i-our room, every detail should be In 
harmony. 
This desire for harmony 


may be carried oven to the window 
shades, which can bo freshened and 
glorified with paint. "While it is not 
iviso to attempt to paint a dark shade 
light, a light shade takes a dark col- 
or very well. A dark shade can be 
lightened with decorations in stencil. 
If you have a light shade that is too 
transparent, 
a darker design allevl- 


atcs the 
shadows 
and makes the 


shade useful. 


The process of repainting a window 


shade is very simple. Brush, or wipe 
away, with a dry cloth, all the dust. 
Place the shade flatly on a table or 
the floor. Mix threo parts of flat 
wall paint with one part 'of mineral 
turpentin^ and. using a broad "bristle 
brush, apply to the shade, thinly. Use 
down strokes and work quickly. Two 
coats are sufficient. 


Care should be taken in the matter 


of decoration. A conservative design 
is the only thing In goof, taste as far 
as shades are concerned. Usually, a 
design is placed just above the hem. 
It may be floral motif—birds, flowers, 
butterflies or leaves. These motifs are 
all in good taste, and may be applied 
to either side of the shade. 


A white shade that is soiled can be 


made into a new and fresh-looking one 
if it is painted in gray, light blue, 
green, or buff. 


ANTIQUING FURNITURE 


Perhaps you have an old piece o£ 


furniture that needs paint, but which 
must be kept antique-looking because 
of the character of the piece. 
Select 


two harmonizing shades of paint—a 
dark and light blue, for instance. Ap- 
ply the light -blue. / Let it dry. Then 
apply the dark blue, and while wet. 
tap or pat the surface with a. dacip 
sponge. 


RENEW BATH TUB ENAMEL.. 
The finish of the legs and outside 


of the bath tub is soon destroyed by 
the action of soap, rapid changes In 
temperature and antiseptics, and need 
frequent renewal. Scrub with mild 
soap and clean with water. An under- 
coat should be first applied, then three 
coats of bath tub enamel at twenty- 
four hour intervals.

gradually. 


CARE OF WINDOW SILLS .. 


You have given the outside of your 


home the 
proper 
paint protection, 


guarding it against the ravages of 
rain, wind and storm. But there are 
parts of'the house that might be con 
sidered as both interior and exterior-— 
the window sills. 
They 
must 
bo 


painted to harmonize with the interior 
color schemes.and they must be prop 
erly painted to resist the elements. 


All dirt and loose paint must.be 


carefully removed from the slll^-bfe 
fore it is painted. 
Three 
coats of 


paint are essential, following plenty 
of drying time between coats. Thus 
protected, the heat of summer sun and 
the devastating moisture of sudden 
showers will not "weather." and wear 
away the wood of tho sills. The artis- 
tic value of the sills rls greatly in- 
creased by painting" 'in harmonious 
and pleasing colors. 


CLOTHES HAMPERS 


The serviceable wicker hamper, re 


gardless of its 
shape, will be less 


conspicuous and more decorative and 
will last longer if painted. Hampers 
are usually purchased in natural col- 
or. In tho bathroom or kitchen, paint 
them the color of the woodwork, witli 
a band of harmonizing color on the 
bottom and center. In a hallroom or 
bedroom, the hamper should match 
the wall behind it. It should be thor- 
oughly dusted and perfectly dry ue- 
fore painting. 


SUMMER HOUSE ROOFS 


Aluminum paints are used to best 


advantage °n the under side of the 
rooms of summer and' spring houses. 
Aluminum paint retards radiation and 
will, therefore, keep the interior very 
much cooler than it would be if un 
painted, or painted with an ordinary 
paint. The outside of the roof should 
be in a light color so that as much 
heat as possible may be reflected. Sil- 
ver or bronze paint should decorate 
the interior, preventing the entrance 
of heat absorbed through the 
roof.
